But as imbaltflcos of educational development bet^an cne district and another 
far more pronomced than those between one State and another, it was decided to collect and publish 
fcatisticsof eluc jtio-i J. development in the districts also every five yscTs- Accordingly, such 
statistics wera collected and pnolished, fcr the first tin: = , for tha year 1 960-61 . 

The stuiy is now being repeated for th.? year 1965-66 pdJ it is proposed tc bring out a separate 
volume cn the district aducutioriul statistics of evsry qt d te. it 'Will cont jin statistic- for the year 
1965 - 66 along with comparative dat?, for th; year 1960-61. niake inter-district comparis^is possible, 

some important indices such as airolnent r d tio, peresnt^e of trained teachers, p-r capita expenditure 
un education, etc., will also be included. 

In th!- Programme of (Tinging out 16 volumes for all the States of toe Union (except N agaljnd), 
this volume Is tne first and is devoted to the educational statistics of districts in Andhra Prude sh¬ 
it h a s been based on the data collected from tn?

statistics at the national and State 1'- l", but do not provide district-wi <*e statistics. 

To fill up this gap, tin. Nut-onC Clv •! of 5 jucation<L ^esssrch and Training brought 
out a volume entitled. "E.;..cat^’>n:; 'St.*- .p tes: Dlstn ct .-,a sc" giving the bench-marlr of e loca¬ 
tional data of Various kinds for all d '■tnets for the year 1&S0-61. To make inter-district 
comparisons t>ossible> soma important indices such as enrolmint ratios, percentage of trained 
teachers and per capita expend!turo on education were also given. These comparative 
statistics show a wide range of variation between the districts in every respect. 

It has now been decided to hold a similar rcviev of educational development in the 
districts for the year 1965-G6. Such periodic revises ore necessary for several raasons. 

For instance, they v/ill help to judge the effectiveness of th e measures taken to correct 
regional imbalances at the district level. Secondly, such collection and publication of 
data on different aspects of education at the district level mil help the preparation of 
educational development plans for all districts so that they can te adopted, as recommended 
by the Education Cotranission, as the principal unit for administration, planning and 
development of school education. 

This review will be divided into sixteen volumes - one volume being devoted to the 
educational statistics of the districts in ovary state (except Nagaland). The present 
volume, which is the first in tho series, gives the data for each of the districts of 
Andhra Pradesh on number of educational institutions, population, teachers, expenditure

Tho literacy rate of -Halos was 30 2 in 1961 for the State as a 
whole- Tho corresponding literacy r^to for females in the s^e year was only 120 . 

In 1961, the literacy rate was highest in Hyderabad (350) and lowest m \dil-bad (ll7). 
In tha ease of males also the highest literacy rate was in Hyd.rabid (459) and lowest in 
idilabad (lBB). Similarly in the case of females, the highest literacy rate Was again in 
Hyderabad (237) and the lowest in idilabid (45).

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VIII . HIGH-SCHOOL EDUCATION 

Tba number of high/higher secondary schools In Andhra Pradesh increased from 1224 in 
l9C0-ei to 2297 m 1965-66. This shows a cumulative growth rate of 12. 2 per annum. Among the 
districts the maximum percentage increase in the number of high/higher secondary schools was 
in ^algonda followed by Karimnagar, Uargngal and Medalt- 

The area in nquare miles served by a high/higher secondary school which was B6.B in 
1960-61 reduced to 46.3 during 196^66 in the State as a whole. The highest area served 
by high/highir secondary school in 1963-66 was in Adilabad district (l75,2 S q. miles), followe 
by Guddapah (79,0 Sq. miles) and the lowest in Hyderabad (14.40 sq.miles) district. The 
population served by a high/higher secondary school which was 293SB in \960 t 61 reduced to 
17&10 in 1965-66 at the State level. Among th<= districts the population served by a high/higher 
secondary school in 1965 - 6G was about 10915 in Hyderabad, 13B61 In Kharonam, 14559 in Krishna and 
14793 in Kurnool. On the oth r hand In Adilabad district a high/higher secondary school 
served about 31000 population and in VisahhapatnaJi district about 27,400. Table XV gives 
t.he di striet-vise details. 

The total enrolment In high/higher secondary schools In 1965-66 vis nsarLy 9,73^114, 

The enrolment-ih classes IX-X1 increased at the State level from 1,96,1B4 to 3,41,922 during 
the period. This shows a cumulative growth rate of 10,E^per annum. In the case of toys the 
enrolment in these classes &rav at the rate of 9,9^ per annum and in the case of girls the 
growth rate was 14.B# per annum. The sex ratio of enrolment in classes IX-XI which was 
19.0 girls for 100 boys in 1960-61 increased to 25 girls par 100 boys a t the State level. 
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At tha nil—Inuin 1 vel there were 20.8 girls enrolled in these classes for every 100 boys in 
19G5-66. Anon t the districts the increase in enrolment was highest in Adilabad district 
followed by Gmtt or and ^isamabad- The increase in other districts also was substantial. 

The pcrc-ntaga enrolment in classes IX-XI to the population in the age-group 14-17 
increased from B_3/>to 13.1# during the period. In the case of boys the percentage enrolment 
increased from 14.0# to 23.8# and in tho case of girls from 2.7# to 5.4/2. The percentage 
enrolment to the corresponding populati >n in 1955-66 was highest in Hyderabad (30.9#) followed 
by Krishna (lQ.9#), Guntir (15.7#), Vast Godavari (15.3#) and East Godavari (l4_5#)» The 
lowest percentage enrolment vras in Adi lab ad (o. G#) and Madak (B.i#) districts). Table XVI 
gives the di strict-wi se data. 

Table XVII gives the enrolment of Sc.'.iduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in classes 
IX-XI. Of the total enrolment in classes it-XI in 1965-G6 nearly 27 s 100 students belonged to 
tho scheduled castes and scheduled tribes communities. Of this nearly 21,000 were bays and 
6,100 were girls. Tha percentage of scheduled casto and scheduled tribe students to the total 
enrolment was 7.9 taking both the sexes toother at the State level. In the case of boys the 
percentage enrolment to the total was 7.7 and m the case of girls 0.9. The extent of coverage 
of scheduled caste and scheduled tribe students In the enrolment in classes IX-XI was 45.1# at 
the Stata level. In the case of boys the coverage was 44.0# and in the case of girls it was 
5C.9#. The extent of coverage of both bo’S and girls together varied from 95.0# in Kurnool 
district to 17,1# in Adilabad district.
